ackay  Week  1985  —  The  Untamed 
West  —  was  filled  with  many  events 
that  have  come  to  be  considered  tradi- 
tional and  what,  at  times,  seemed  to  be 
an  equal  amount  of  not-so-traditional 
controversies.

Other  than  minor  technical  problems  that  had 
to  be  worked  out,  Wolfe  said  the  week  —  the 
new  alcohol  policy  and  all  —  went  off  without  a 
hitch.

The  senate  is  comprised  of  20  senators,  which 
include  the  senate  president,  the  ASUN  presi- 
dent and  the  vice  presidents  of  finance  and 
publications  and  activities. 

Each  senator  is  elected  from  his  respective 
college  within  the  university.  There  is  one  senator 
for  every  500  students  in  a  given  college. 

The  senate,  elected  each  March  to  serve  the 
following  school  year,  is  recognized  by  the 
university  president  and  the  Board  of  Regents.

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Finance  and  Control  Board 


The  Finance  and  Control  Board  is  responsi- 
ble for  funding  the  activities  of  ASUN 
recognized  organizations.  The  board,  which 
controls  about  18  percent  of  the  entire 
ASUN  budget,  acts  on  special  funding  requests 
by  various  university  organizations  throughout 
the  year. 

Any  ASUN-recognized  group  may  have  up  to 
forty  percent  of  the  total  cost  of  any  project  paid 
by  the  board  upon  approval.  Approval  of  the  re- 
quest is  up  to  the  Vice  President  of  Finance  and 
Publications  and  the  seven  ASUN  senators  that 
make  up  the  board.  Each  case  is  reviewed  in- 
dividually and  decided  upon. 
The  board  also  has  the  power  to  establish  con- 


ditions for  events  if  ASUN  money  is  to  be  used. 

The  money,  unless  otherwise  decided,  is  free 
to  the  organizations  who  only  need  to  provide 
receipts  from  the  project  and  to  return  any  unus- 
ed funds  to  ASUN. 

Such  funding  makes  it  possible  for  many 
ASUN  organizations  to  attend  conventions,  bring 
in  speakers  and  other  special  events  that  may 
otherwise  not  be  possible.

The  ASUN  Judicial  Council  represents  the 
legislative  branch  of  ASUN  government 
and  is  responsible  for  interpreting  the 
ASUN  constitution  and  acting  as  a  hearing 
board  for  student  misconduct.  Within  this  man- 
date it  must  make  sure  the  senate  acts  within  the 
limitations  of  its  constitution. 

The  council  also  oversees  all  campus  elections 
and  may  call  for  a  new  one  in  the  case  of  a 
discrepancy.

Each  year  more  responsibilities  are  allocated 
to  Dave  Hansen,  each  involving  another  aspect  of 
relations  with  the  students  of  UNR. 

Hansen  is  officially  the  Director  of  New  Stu- 
dent Programs  which  involved  developing  pro- 
grams, activities,  and  publications  to  assist  new 
students  in  their  adjustment.

Roberta  Barnes,  Dean  of  Student  Services, 
provides  leadership  and  guidance  to 
various  university  departments.  The  posi- 
tion of  Dean  of  Student  Services  automatically 
places  Barnes  on  President  Crowley's  staff  of  ad- 
visors. As  Dean,  she  deals  with  problems  and 
works  toward  solutions  for  students.  Barnes 
began  her  career  at  UNR  in  1959  as  a  woman's 
counselor. 
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In  this  Centennial  Year  1985-86,  we  celebrate 
over  a  century  of  agriculture  study  at  UNR.  The 
first  class  was  offered  during  the  school  year  of 
1887-88  shortly  after  the  university  opened  its 
doors  in  Reno.  Our  first  graduating  class  in  1882 
contained  two  students;  in  the  Fall  semester  of 
1985,  41 1  undergraduate  students  enrolled  in  the 
college  on  a  full-time  basis.  Many  of  our  1,540 
alumni  have  achieved  statewide  and  national  pro- 
minence, contributing  to  the  advance  of  this  na- 
tion's most  fundamental  industry. 

After  Morrill  Hall  was  opened,  the  second  per- 
manent structure  at  the  university  was  the 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  building  erected 
in  1889.  The  research  arm  of  the  college  received 
international  acclaim  as  a  result  of  Dr.  James 
Church's  moisture  and  run-off  system,  adopted 
worldwide.  Since  that  time,  our  researchers  have 
developed  pest  and  disease  resistant  alfalfa 
varieties;  created  the  first  vaccine  for  the  cattle 
disease  "Redwater,"  and  developed  a  beef  pro- 
duction system  which  is  more  energy  efficient 
and  produces  a  product  compatible  with  human 
health  needs. 

Looking  to  the  future,  the  college  is  assuming 
leadership  in  development  of  new  trends  in 
agriculture  as  we  prepare  students  to  work  in  the 
field  in  the  1980s,  1990s  and  the  year  2000. 

We  are  constantly  evaluating  program  and 
teaching  quality  to  assure  that  our  programs 
piepare  students  for  the  science  of  agriculture  to 
meet  the  challenge  of  feeding  the  world's 
populace. 

Bernard  M.  Jones 
Dean  and  Director 
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The  College  of  Arts  and  Science  is  the  largest 
on  the  UNR  campus.  It  has  20  academic  depart- 
ments, 55  percent  of  all  the  students  and  58  per- 
cent of  the  faculty  at  the  university. 

"The  overall  mission  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Science,"  said  Dean  Paul  Page,  "is  to  instruct 
students  in  reasoning,  to  instill  creativity,  to  in- 
spire lifelong  appreciation  for  knowledge,  and  to 
provide  for  skill  development  and  career 
preparation." 

Page  cites  several  outside  factors  to  confirm 
the  importance  of  the  liberal  arts  tradition,  not 
the  least  of  which  is  the  "Nation  at  risk:  The  Im- 
perative for  Educational  Reform"  report.  Compil- 
ed by  the  National  Commission  on  Excellence  in 
Education,  the  report  concluded  that  almost  40 
percent  of  all  17-year-olds  "cannot  draw  in- 
ferences from  written  material;  only  one-fifth  can 
write  a  persuasive  essay;  and  only  one-third  can 
solve  a  mathematical  problem  requiring  several 
steps." 

The  commission  also  noted  that  since  the  ear- 
ly 1960s,  students  in  increasing  numbers  have 
moved  from  basic  education  and  vocational 
preparation  courses  to  general  "fun"  courses. 

"The  thing  that's  exciting  to  me  about  that 
report  is  that  education  is  back  on  the  front  page. 
And  what  is  being  discussed?  Writing, 
mathematics,  languages,  reasoning  and 
speaking. 

"Where  are  these  subjects  taught?  In  Arts  and 
Science.  Perhaps  our  motto  should  be  'Forward 
to  Basics',"  he  said. 


ARTS  &  SCIENCE 
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In  1956,  the  year  when  "business  administra- 
tion" became  a  college  at  UNR,  250  men  and 
women  were  enrolled  in  the  program.  By  1985, 
that  number  had  risen  to  1,618.  The  college's 
long  term  outlook  is  to  continue  moderate  enroll- 
ment growth,  paralleling  the  national  demand  for 
new  business  talent  schooled  in  general  areas. 

One  of  the  college's  primary  assets  is  its 
strong  faculty  who  are  involved  in  teaching, 
research,  and  public  service.  Ninety-five  percent 
hold  doctorates  in  their  related  fields  and  many 
have  achieved  regional  and  national  recognition 
in  their  professions. 

The  college  moved  into  a  modem  multi-million 
dollar  building  in  1982.  The  facility  offers  an  ex- 
cellent teaching  environment  with  case-style 
classrooms,  a  202-seat  auditorium,  reading 
rooms  and  functional  new  computer  rooms. 

Baccalaureate  and  master's  degree  programs 
in  business  administration  are  fully  accredited  by 
the  American  Assembly  of  Collegiate  Schools  of 
Business,  the  national  accrediting  agency  for 
schools  and  colleges  of  business  administration. 
Less  than  one-half  of  business  programs  na- 
tionally have  achieved  this  status. 

The  college  offers  a  bachelor  of  science  in 
business  administration  with  majors  in  accoun- 
ting, computer  information  systems,  economics, 
finance,  management  and  marketing.  A  bachelor 
of  arts  in  economics  is  also  available. 
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"The  main  goal  of  the  College  of  Education  is 
to  prepare  students  to  work  effectively  as 
teachers,  counselors,  and  administrators  in  the 
challenging  and  demanding  field  of  education.

We  are  special  because  we  are  one  of 
20  medical  schools  among  127  in  the  United 
States  that  educates  our  students  in  the  com- 
munity —  in  hospitals,  doctors'  offices  and  other 
health  care  facilities.

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University  education  in  mineral  engineering 
and  geological  sciences  first  began  in  Nevada  in 
1874.  Since  that  time,  over  1900  graduates  of 
the  Mackay  School  of  Mines  have  been 
employed  throughout  the  world  in  the  mineral 
and  energy  industry.  Today,  the  Mackay  School 
of  Mines  stands  poised  on  the  edge  of  interna- 
tional greatness.  Instruction  is  now  offered  in  the 
application  of  advanced  computer  techniques  to 
manufacturing  plant  design  and  operation,  real- 
time computing  systems,  advanced  aerospace 
remote  sensing,  contaminant  transport  in  ground 
water  systems  and  physics  of  the  earth  —  to 
name  only  a  few  courses.  The  National  Oceanic 
and  Atmospheric  Administration  and  NASA  are 
supporting  the  development  of  a  Center  for 
Aerospace  Science  and  Terrestrial  Applications  at 
Mackay  to  conduct  research  and  training  for  the 
NASA  space  platforms  to  be  flown  in  the  next 
decade.  Congress  has  approved  a  development 
of  a  National  Strategic  Materials  Policy  Center 
and  Research  Facility  that  will  enable  the  School 
to  train  the  mineral  engineers  and  geoscientists 
needed  for  the  next  100  years.

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The  Orvis  School  of  Nursing  admitted  its  first 
students  in  1957  and  since  that  time  has 
graduated  over  700  professional  nurses.  For 
many  years,  it  was  the  only  nursing  program  in 
the  state.  Currently  the  program  is  four  academic 
years  in  length  with  the  credits  almost  equally 
divided  between  general  education  prerequisites 
and  nursing  courses. 

Students  in  the  school  learn  very  quickly  that 
to  be  a  professional  nurse  they  cannot  choose 
either  the  shortest  or  easiest  course  of  studies. 
They  need  to  make  a  commitment  to  excellence, 
not  only  for  their  own  sakes,  but  for  the  well- 
being  for  persons  who  will  come  under  their  care. 

The  Orvis  School  of  Nursing  offers  a  graduate 
program  which  prepares  students  to  become 
family  nurse  clinicians. 

While  the  school  has  offered  a  graduate  pro- 
gram since  1975,  the  current  program  was  a 
result  of  substantial  revision  and  implementation 
in  1983.  By  its  very  nature,  the  program  offers 
the  student  substantive  additional  depth  in  nurs- 
ing knowledge  which  results  in  greater  clinical 
competence. 

Both  programs  share  in  the  mission  of  the 
university  in  its  service  to  the  state,  region,  and 
nation.  It  is  altogether  fitting  that  professional 
nurses  should  be  educated  in  the  context  of  a 
university,  thus  sharing  in  the  richness  of  the 
academic,  cultural,  and  social  programs.  The  Or- 
vis School  of  Nursing  is  proud  not  only  to  benefit 
from  the  richness  of  the  academic  environment, 
but  to  contribute  to  it  as  well.

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Hastings  Sparks 
Interest  in  UFO's  H 


Independent  UFO  researcher  Robert  Hastings 
returned  to  campus  Oct.  29,  complete  with 
"proof"  of  the  existence  of  UFOs  and  allega- 
tions of  a  government  cover-up. 
In  his  second  appearance  at  UNR,  Hastings 
presented  a  90-minute  slide  show  and  lecture 
which,  he  said,  "proved  beyond  a  reasonable 
doubt"  the  existence  of  UFOs. 

Speaking  to  an  audience  of  about  300  students 
assembled  in  the  Pine  Room  of  the  student 
union,  Hastings  contended  that  information 
revealed  in  FBI  and  CIA  documents  obtained 
through  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act  prove 
the   government   knows   more   about   UFO 


sightings  than  it  is  willing  to  admit. 

"In  a  nutshell,  what  these  documents  indicate 
is  that  UFOs  do  indeed  exist  —  and  despite 
public  denials  by  official  government 
representatives  over  the  years,  these  mysterious 
objects  are  of  the  greatest  concern  to  the  highest 
levels  of  the  U.S.  Air  Force  and  the  intelligence 
community,"  Hastings  said. 

He  said  he  was  committed  to  bringing  the  facts 
to  the  public  since  mankind  may  well  be  entering 
a  "very  exciting  time  in  history."

Enthusiastic 
Communication  Skills 
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Heart  Rocks  Lawlo 
Wednesday,  December  1 1, 198! 
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In  early  December  UNR  honored  one  of  its 
legends. 
The  UNR  Hall  of  Fame  Room  at  Lawlor 
Events  Center  was  filled  to  capacity  in  tribute 
to  Jimmie  Olivas,  who  for  35  years  coached  the 
UNR  boxing  team. 

Olivas,  76,  was  showered  with  praise  from 
former  boxers  and  friends  throughout  the 
ceremony.  Nevada  Gov.  Richard  Bryan  declared 
Dec.  4  Jimmie  Olivas  Day  in  Nevada. 

During  his  time  as  boxing  coach  Olivas  taught 
hundreds  of  young  men,  none  of  which  had 
anything  but  respect  for  him. 

Mills  Lane,  Washoe  County's  district  attorney, 
won  the  1960  NCAA  welterweight  championship 
under  Olivas' guidance. 

"He  was  like  a  father  to  me,"  Lane  said  at  the 
ceremony.  "When  I  got  out  of  the  Marines  I  wrote 
Jimmie  and  told  him  that  I  wanted  to  fight  for 
him.  He  put  me  up  in  his  own  house  and  gave  me 
abed.  I'll  never  forget  that." 

Olivas  would  often  help  his  fighters  in  such 
ways  —  at  times  using  money  from  his  own 
pocket  to  pay  for  meals  for  the  team. 

He  was  not  only  a  major  influence  at  UNR  but 
was  a  major  force  in  saving  collegiate  boxing  in 


the  early  1960s  after  a  boxer  died.  Until  his 
retirement  UNR  was  the  last  university  in  the  na- 
tion to  have  boxing  an  intercollegiate  sport.  It 
now  has  joined  the  rest  of  the  nation's  univer- 
sities as  supporting  boxing  as  a  club  sport. 

Olivas'  reputation  as  an  oustanding  coach  was 
known  across  the  nation.  He  was  offered  jobs  at 
several  other  institutions,  including  the  Air  Force 
Academy.  But  despite  the  offers  of  higher  pay, 
Olivas  never  thought  of  leaving  Reno. 

"Why  would  I  leave,"  he  said.  "This  is  home." 

Reno  has  been  Olivas'  home  since  he  arrived 
from  Los  Angeles  in  1929  to  play  football  for  the 
Wolf  Pack.  A  severe  knee  injury  ended  his  foot- 
ball career,  but  he  continued  boxing. 

Competing  in  the  lightweight  division,  Olivas 
won  several  conference  titles  and  in  1932  he 
went  to  the  semi-final  round  of  the  US  Olympic 
Trials  before  his  old  football  injury  caught  up  with 
him  and  left  him  unable  to  compete. 

After  graduating  from  UNR,  Olivas  stayed  in 
the  area.  He  worked  as  a  referee,  judge,  and  pro- 
moter of  boxing  after  a  brief  professional  career.

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Council  Restricts  Parking 


Despite  general  disagreement  in  the  form  of 
a  petition  signed  by  over  1,100  students, 
the  Reno  City  Council  voted  to  restrict 
parking  along  North  Virginia  Street  across 
from  campus  last  fall. 

In  addition  to  the  Virginia  Street  parking 
restrictions,  the  council  also  voted  to  restrict 
parking  on  some  streets  east  of  the  campus  and 
make  residents  buy  a  $3  permit  to  park  in  front  of 
their  own  houses.  The  new  restrictions  were  to 
last  one  year  on  atrial  basis. 

The  decision  was  made  following  a  recom- 
mendation by  the  UNR  Department  of  Public 


Safety  to  help  stop  university-related  problems  in 
those  areas. 

During  the  meeting,  ASUN  President  Ted  Lan- 
caster and  ASUN  Senator  John  Schlegelmilch 
approached  the  council  with  the  petition  and  an 
alternate  solution.  They  wanted  the  council  to 
wait  one  year  on  its  decision  and  have  the  drivers 
utilize  a  proposed  parking  lot  north  of  Lawlor 
Events  Center. 

The  city  council,  however,  feeling  that  the 
recommendations  from  UNRPD  were  justified, 
approved  the  restrictions  by  a  vote  of  4-2. 
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The  last  six  months  of  1985  and  the 
beginning  of  1986  saw  the  world  plagued 
by  terrorists,  hit  hard  by  Mother  Nature  and 
re-visited  by  legends  from  its  past. 

The  all-too-familiar  terrorist  hijacked  airliners 
in  Athens  and  Egypt,  seized  a  cruise  ship  in  the 
Mediterranean  and  launched  simultaneous 
attacks  in  airport  terminals  in  Rome  and  Vienna. 

This  time  frame  also  saw  President  Reagan 
meet  in  Geneva  his  new  Soviet  counterpart 
Mikhail  Gorbachev  for  the  first  time. 

A  landslide  in  Puerto  Rico,  a  massive 
earthquake  in  Mexico,  a  volcanic  explosion  in 
Colombia  and  six  hurricanes  in  the  United  States 
left  over  25,000  dead  or  missing  and  hundreds  of 
thousands  homeless. 

Headline-makers  from  the  past  again  made  the 
front  page  this  past  year.  Ty  Cobb  was 
replaced  by  Pete  Rose  as  the  all-time  number 
one  hitter  in  baseball  history.  The  Titanic  was 
finally  located  at  a  depth  of  over  12,000  feet  73 
years  after  she  sank  in  the  North  Atlantic.  And 
after  a  76-year  absence  Halley's  comet  was  back 
again  to  make  its  appointed  rounds. 

Bob  Geldof  of  the  Boomtown  Rats  started  a 
charity  snowball-effect  a  year  and  a  half  ago 
when  he  created  "Band-Aid,"  a  collection  of 
singing  superstars  who  cut  a  record  to  raise 
money  for  the  starving.  It  spawned  many  similar 
charitable  events  this  past  year  such  as  Live-Aid, 
Farm-Aid,  Hear  'n  Aid  and  many  others. 
Together,  these  events  raised  over  $130  million. 
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Blue-collar  troubadour  Bruce  Springsteen  was 
the  undisputed  Boss  of  rock  n'  roll.  His  songs 
about  Vietnam  veterans,  steelworkers  and  factory 
workers  hit  many  responsive  chords  with  all  ages 
of  Americans. 


The  Kansas  City  Royals  won  the  World 
Series.  Royals  pitcher  Bret  Saberhagen 
embraces  third  baseman  George  Brett  after 
pitching  a  five-hitter  to  give  the  Royals  the 
World  Series  crown  over  the  St.  Louis  Car- 
dinals. Saberhagen,  the  winner  of  two 
series  games,  was  named  as  the  Most 
Valuable  Player  in  the  series. 
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A  series  of  devastating  earthquakes  rumbled 
through  Mexico  City  in  September  and  the 
death  toll  was  in  the  thousands.  Few  in  the 
metropolitan  area  of  18  million  escaped  the 


effects  of  the  first  quake,  which  registered  8.1 
on  the  Richter  scale;  or  the  second  quake, 
which  measured  7.5. 
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A  Trans  World  Airlines  jet  with  145  passengers  and 
eight  crew  members  was  hijacked  in  Athens,  Greece,  in 
June.  The  Sheite  hijackers  took  the  plane  to  Beirut,  then 
to  Algeria  and  then  back  to  Beirut.  Most  of  the  hostages 


were  released  within  days  but  the  remaining  39 
hostages  were  held  for  17  days.  One  American  hostage 
was  killed. 
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Cincinnati  Reds  player-manager  Pete  Rose  broke  Ty 
Cobb's  career  hit  record  in  September.  The  historic 
No.  4,  192  hit  was  a  single  to  left  field  on  a  2-1  pitch 
from  San  Diego  Padres  right  hander  Eric  Show  with 
one  out  in  the  bottom  of  the  first  inning. 


Riots  were  an  almost  daily  occurrence  in  South 
Africa  as  blacks  protested  Apartheid.  In  this  photo, 
a  white  man  runs  from  jeering  group  of  stone- 
throwing  blacks  in  downtown  Johannesburg  as 
widespread  violence  continued  to  breakout 
throughout  the  country. 


Ceremonies  were  held  at  various  times  during  the 
year  at  the  Vietnam  Memorial  in  Washington  to 
commemorate  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  fall  of 
the  Saigon  government  in  Vietnam.  The  Vietnam 


Memorial  is  inscribed  with  the  names  of  more 
than  58,000  dead  or  missing  soldiers  from  the 
Vietnam  war.

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Ault's  Wolf  Pack  Dominates  League 


The  1985  UNR  football  team's  slogan  was 
"Going  for  Ten."  The  Wolf  Pack  achieved 
its  aim  when  Coach  Chris  Ault  finished  his 
tenth  consecutive  winning  season  with  an 
11-2  mark.  All  but  one  of  the  Pack's  vic- 
tories were  lopsided. 

UNR  opened  the  season  with  a  56-12  victory 
over  Cal  State-Northridge.  Quarterback  Eric 
Beavers  enjoyed  his  best  day  by  throwing  for  319 
yards  and  three  touchdowns. 

Freshman  fullback  Charvez  Foger  introduced 
himself  to  the  Pack  faithful  with  a  143-yard  effort 
in  a  30-3  win  over  Cal  State-Fullerton.  Foger 
filled  in  for  incumbent  fullback  Johnny  Gorden, 
who  was  dismissed  from  the  team.  Despite  being 
an  emergency  replacement,  Foger  became  the 
first  freshman  in  l-AA  history  to  rush  for  more 
than  1,000  yards. 

UNR  began  the  league  season  by  pounding  Big 
Sky  power  Boise  State  37-10.  A  week  later  in 


Moscow,  Idaho,  UNR  was  without  the  services  of 
Foger  and  lost  its  only  regular  season  game. 

All-league  split-end  Bryan  Caulder  missed  the 
next  game  in  Missoula,  Montana  with  an  assort- 
ment of  injuries.  This  gave  Calvin  Sailes  an  op- 
portunity to  introduce  himself.  In  his  first  starting 
assignment,  Sailes  caught  six  passes  for  180 
yards  in  a  38-23  victory  over  Montana. 

UNR  then  put  together  a  long  string  of  vic- 
tories: 31-25  over  Eastern  Washington,  47-12 
over  Weber  State,  36-10  over  Northern  Arizona, 
61-14  over  national  champion  Montana  State, 
and  42-14  over  Idaho  State,  which  left  UNR  6-1 
in  league. 

One  of  the  main  highlights  for  UNR  was  win- 
ning the  college  championship  of  Nevada,  when 
it  trounced  Division-I  UNLV  48-7.  Beavers  threw 
for  277  yards  and  four  touchdowns  against  the 
nation's  third-ranked  pass  defense.  Beavers 
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finished  the  year  with  2,617  yards  passing.  After 
several  years  tucked  away  in  Las  Vegas,  the  Fre- 
mont Cannon  will  make  its  home  in  Reno  for  at 
least  the  next  two  years  since  the  schools  only 
play  every  other  year. 

Despite  a  dominating  season,  UNR  was  denied 
the  Big  Sky  title.  An  early  season  25-21  defeat  to 
Idaho  gave  the  Vandals  the  championship. 
However,  beating  UNLV  in  the  last  regular  season 


game  gave  UNR  a  bye  and  a  three-week  rest 
before  the  playoffs. 

The  list  of  post-season  honors  was  a  long  one. 
Offensive  guard  Greg  Rea  and  cornerback  Pat 
Hunter  were  named  first  team  Division  l-AA  All 
Americans,  while  kicker  Marty  Zendejas  was 
named  to  the  second  team. 

UNR  players  also  dominated  the  Big  Sky's 
year-end  honor  roll. 
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Some  labeled  it  "Snow  Bowl  II."  Others 
thought  the  24-23  thriller  would  propel 
UNR  into  the  national  championship.  In- 
stead, it  was  the  last  Wolf  Pack  victory  of 
1985. 
UNR  head  coach  Chris  Ault  has  seen  just  about 
everything  in  the  l-AA  playoffs.  In  1979,  his  team 
lost  in  overtime  to  Eastern  Kentucky  partly 
because  of  a  missed  extra  point  that  would  have 
won  the  game  in  regulation.  In  1983,  his  team 
won  an  overtime  game  against  North  Texas  State 
in  arctic  conditions  at  Mackay  Stadium. 

Snow  brought  lady  luck  to  Ault's  side  in  1983, 
but  a  fourth  quarter  blizzard  on  Dec.  7,  1985 
helped  UNR  blow  a  24-10  lead.  Along  with  the 
weather,  the  momentum  switched  to  Arkansas 
State's  side 
The  Indians  failed  on  a  48-yard  field  goal  at- 


tempt but  a  Lewis  Brown  one-yard  touchdown 
plunge  made  it  24-17  with  5:20  left  in  the  game. 

On  UNR's  next  possession,  Brett  Dales'  punt 
was  blocked  by  Brad  Dent  and  recovered  by  Greg 
Zachry  in  the  end  zone  for  a  touchdown. 

Frank  Richards,  who  missed  the  48  yarder, 
muffed  the  extra  point  and  two  more  field  goal  at- 
tempts in  the  final  minute. 

UNR  scored  on  a  Charvez  Foger  touchdown,  a 
49-yard  Calvin  Sailes  TD  reception,  a  Marty 
Zendejas  46  yard  field  goal  and  a  15-yard  Thai 
Ivory  TD  catch. 

Despite  winning,  ASU  outgained  UNR  407  to 
301  yards.  The  Pack  fumbled  five  times  and  five 
passes  were  dropped.  Plus,  UNR  quarterback 
Eric  Beavers  was  sacked  four  times.  He  still 
managed  to  complete  1 2  passes  for  21 5  yards.

But  Falls  to  Furman 


The  Wolf  Pack's  quest  for  a  national  title 
came  to  a  halt  when  it  travelled  across  the 
country  to  meet  a  foe  it  didn't  expect  — 
itself. 
UNR  comitted  seven  turnovers  and  lost 
to  Furman  University  35-12  in  the  Division  l-AA 
semi-finals  in  Greenville,  S.C. 

The  Pack  had  plenty  of  chances  to  make  the 
game  exciting  but  time  after  time  turnovers  end- 
ed drives. 

"I  am  bitterly  disappointed,"  UNR  Coach  Chris 
Ault  said.  "We  had  many  opportunities  but  kept 
coming  away  empty." 

UNR's  usually  high-powered  game  was  com- 
pletely shut  down  by  the  Furman  defense  and 
totalled  only  33  yards  in  the  game.  "Our  offen- 
sive front  was  very  average,"  Ault  said.  "We 
could  not  establish  the  running  game  and  as  a 
result,  Furman  was  able  to  sit  and  wait  on  the 
passing  game.  Coupled  with  a  game  from  our 
quarterback  that  was  just  not  up  to  par." 

Pack  quarterback  Eric  Beavers  threw  four  in- 
terceptions, three  when  UNR  was  deep  in  Furman 
territory  and  threatening  to  score. 

Early  in  the  first  quarter,  UNR  was  in  a  third- 
and-five  situation  at  the  Furman  13  when  Beavers 


was  intercepted  by  Jeff  Blankenship  at  the  3-yard 
line.  Furman  marched  down  the  field,  but  its  drive 
stalled  when  Brian  Jager  fumbled  at  the  UNR  3- 
yard  line  and  Scott  Lommori  recovered.  On  the 
next  play,  UNR  fullback  Charvez  Foger  fumbled 
and  Furman  scored  on  the  next  play. 

A  Thai  Ivery  fumble  two  plays  later  again  gave 
Furman  the  ball  deep  in  UNR  territory  and  the 
Paladins  responded  with  another  touchdown. 
UNR  mounted  an  impressive  drive  on  its  next 
possession  and  had  a  first-and-goal  at  the  Fur- 
man nine,  but  Beavers  was  again  intercepted  by 
Blankenship.  Six  plays  later,  Furman  made  it  21- 
0  on  a  16-yard  run  by  quarterback  Bobby  Lamb. 

The  Wolf  Pack  finally  got  a  break  with  just  less 
than  two  minutes  left  in  the  half  when  Tom  Blake 
recovered  a  fumble  at  the  Furman  21.  Three 
plays  later,  Beavers  hit  Bryan  Calder  in  the  end 
zone  for  a  touchdown. 

UNR's  luck  again  turned  sour,  though,  as  Mar- 
ty Zendejas  missed  the  extra  point.  He  then 
missed  a  39-yard  field  goal  as  time  ran  out  in  the 
half  after  UNR  forced  a  fumble  on  the  kick  off. 

The  Pack  could  not  get  its  game  in  gear  by  the 
second  half  as  the  Furman  defense  continued  to 
shut  it  down. 
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Rebuilding  is  not  a  word  in  Sonny  Allen's 
book  of  coaching.  But  at  the  beginning  of 
the  1985-86  basketball  season,  it  looked 
as  though  the  sixth  year  UNR  head  coach 
might  just  have  to  add  a  whole  new  chapter 
if  he  was  to  continue  his  winning  ways. 

After  leading  the  Wolf  Pack  to  two  consecutive 
Big  Sky  Conference  championships  and  ap- 
pearances in  the  NCAA  Tournament,  it  looked  like 
the  "Master  of  the  Fastbreak"  was  going  to  have 
to  start  from  scratch  and  build  another  cham- 
pionship team. 


Gone  were  standout  players  such  as  Curtis 
High,  Ed  Porter  and  Tony  Sommers. 

Last  season,  with  these  players,  the  Pack 
finished  with  a  21-10  overall  record,  including  a 
stunning  upset  of  top-ranked  UNLV.  But  1986 
would  be  another  season,  and  in  the  place  of 
High,  Porter  and  Sommers  would  be  two  seniors, 
both  returning  starters,  the  "Mad  Bomber"  Rob 
Harden  and  forward  Dwyane  Randall. 

The  early  part  of  the  season  wasn't  without  its 
problems.  As  a  team  that  looked  good  on  paper, 


Rob  Harden,  Jim  Hart,  Tommy  Barnes,  David  Wood,  Dwyane  Randall,  Van  Beard,  Chris  Rupp,  James  Moore,  Joey  O'Conner,  Darnell  Glenn, 
Mike  Juby. 
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it  began  to  have  trouble  putting  it  all  together  on 
the  court. 

With  Randall  and  Harden,  the  only  players  on 
the  team  to  have  ever  seen  playing  time  at  the 
major  college  level,  the  Wolf  Pack  was  plaqued 
with  inexperience,  and  lost  most  of  its  games 
early  in  the  season. 

As  the  year  progressed,  UNR  also  lost  its 
starting   point  guard,   Darnell   Glenn,   due  to 


academic  ineligibility  and  center  Van  Beard,  who 
left  for  personal  reasons.  This  forced  Allen  to  use 
freshman  Joey  O'Conner  at  the  point  and 
freshman  forward  Chris  Rupp  as  a  sixth  man. 
Both  players  struggled  early,  but  were  catching 
on  toward  the  middle  of  the  season. 

Even  though  the  Pack  had  relatively  inex- 
perienced players,  they  were  hoping  to  be  in  the 
thick  of  things  at  tournament  time. 
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Women  Make  Big  Turn  Around 


In  its  first  year  as  a  member  of  the  West 
Coast  Athletic  Conference,  the  UNR 
women's  basketball  team  had  its  best 
season  ever. 
Last  year  UNR  finished  9-15,  having  tied  the 
consecutive  win  record  at  five  in  a  row.  At  the 
league's  halfway  point,  the  Wolf  Pack  broke  the 
straight  win  record  defeating  Northwestern  Loui- 
siana, Washington  State,  Idaho  State,  Colorado 
State,  Santa  Clara  and  the  University  of  San 
Francisco  in  the  Old  Gym. 

On  the  road  however,  the  pack  was  not  as 
lucky,  winning  only  one  of  six  games. 

UNR  returned  six  players  from  the  '85  squad 
and  said  its  good-byes  to  Kit  Larson,  Angie 
Taylor  and  Linda  Harem. 
The  1985-86  team  was  led  by  senior  forward 


Chris  Starr.  She  averaged  24.5  points  per  game 
and  broke  the  UNR  all-time  scoring  record  of 
1,877  points  in  four  years  held  by  Edgar  Jones. 
Starr  scored  her  1,878th  point  against  the 
University  of  the  Pacific,  scoring  27  points.  At  the 
UNR  Holiday  Classic,  Starr  reached  the  2,000 
mark  and,  as  of  February  3,  1986,  her  career 
record  stood  at  2,208. 

Returning  guard  Karen  Friel  led  the  WCAC  in 
assists,  averaging  7.2  assists  per  game.  Friel 
broke  the  UNR  career,  season  and  single  game 
assists  record  gaining  262  career  assists,  117 
season  assists  and  holds  the  record  with  15 
game  assists. 

Also  returning  for  UNR  was  forward  Luvina 
Beckley.  Beckley  averaged  12.5  points  per  game. 
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Guards  Alice  Campsey  and  Kate  Templeton 
combined  for  14  points  and  seven  assists  last 
year  and  saw  more  playing  time,  becoming  crowd 
favorites  this  season. 

New  addition,  Jackie  Hassel,  a  guard,  came  off 
the  bench  in  the  forward  position  to  replace  Lisa 
Besses,  who  missed  the  second  half  of  the 
season  with  a  blood  clot  in  her  leg.  Hassel,  a 
sophomore  from  Chicago,  led  the  league  from 
the  free  throw  line,  hitting  83.3  percent. 

Center/forward  Susan  Denison,  a  transfer 
from  Mammouth,  and  Genivieve  Cooley  both  saw 
playing   time   and   became   principal   players. 


Denison  filled  in  for  Gwen  Muex  at  center  and 
Cooley  helped  Friel  in  bringing  the  ball  down  the 
floor. 

The  1986  UNR's  Women's  basketball  team  is 
a  definite  contender  for  the  league  championship. 

Since  the  start  of  league  play  January  17,  UNR 
defeated  the  University  of  Santa  Clara  90-67,  the 
University  of  San  Francisco  74-71  and  Loyola 
Marymount  68-63.  On  the  road  in  conference 
play,  UNR  lost  to  the  University  of  San  Diego 
78-59,  U.S.  International  106-73  and  Pepperdine 
85-71. 
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Coach  Powers  Signs  New  Pitching  Talent 


The  UNR  baseball  team  hoped  to  improve 
on  last  year's  32-32  overall  record  with 
some  new  faces.  The  1986  Wolf  Pack 
returned  just  four  players  from  1985,  with 
none  of  those  being  pitchers. 
Head  coach  Gary  Powers  had  a  good  recruiting 
year.  After  the  final  cut  for  the  spring  season,  he 
had  12  new  pitchers.  Of  those  pitchers,  the  most 
promising,  after  the  fall  exhibition  season,  ap- 
peared to  be  Mark  Titchener,  a  junior  transfer 
student  from  College  of  the  Canyons;  Nick 
Kroencke,  a  transfer  from  Menlo  College;  and  Hal 
Hennenfent,  who  transferred  from  Indian  Hills 
Junior  College.  Other  hurlers  included  Jeff  Barry, 
Fred  Sabatine,  and  Darin  Manning. 

Offensively,  the  Pack  had  a  collection  of  hitters 
that  provided  a  variety  of  batting  techniques.  Out- 
fielder Rob  Richie  had  a  quick  bat  and  hit  with 
power.  He  hit  .322  last  year  with  eight  home  runs 
and  40  runs  batted  in.  Second  baseman  Mike 
Baker  hit  .273  last  year  with  five  doubles  and  two 
triples.  Baker  can  also  hit  for  power. 

Utility  fielder  Giovanni  Puccinelli,  was  an  all- 
West  Coast  Athletic  Conference  designated  hitter 


in  1985,  leading  the  team  in  batting  with  .395 
average  Puccinelli  was  slated  as  catcher  for  the 
Pack  this  year. 

Although  UNR  had  provided  power  hitters, 
speed  was  the  key  to  success.  What  the  team 
lacked  in  home  run  hitting,  they  made  up  for  with 
quick  base  running.  Baker,  Richie,  and  outfielder 
Lance  Bradford  led  the  Pack  in  base  stealing. 

Two  former  Pack  players  went  on  to  play  pro- 
fessional baseball  in  1986.  Ted  Higgins  is  an  out- 
fielder for  the  New  York  Yankees  and  Jim  Puzey 
now  plays  in  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  organization. 

As  a  chief  fundraiser,  the  Dugout  Booster  Club 
once  again  brought  Los  Angeles  Dodgers 
Manager  Tommy  Lasorda  to  Reno.  For  the 
second  year  in  a  row,  the  event  was  a  success; 
the  dinner  was  sold  out  at  $100  per  plate. 
Dodgers  second  baseman  Steve  Sax  and  Na- 
tional League  umpire  Jim  Quick  were  also 
featured. 

Even  though  his  team  was  young  and  inex- 
perienced, it  proved  talent  and  determination  in 
1986. 
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Softball  Team  Joins  WCAC 


The  season  promised  to  bring  new  life  to  the 
UNR  softball  team.  The  1986  season 
brought  the  Pack  into  a  conference  for  the 
first  time  and  scheduled  them  against 
teams  as  far  west  as  Hawaii  and  as  far  east 
as  Florida. 

The  Pack  joined  the  West  Coast  Athletic  Con- 
ference as  one  of  the  top  two  teams.  UNR  played 
53  to  55  games  against  such  teams  as  two-time 
defending  national  champions,  UCLA. 

Forty  percent  of  the  teams  rank  in  the  top  20," 
Coach  Pat  Hixson  said.  "The  other  60  percent  are 
against  teams  that  aren't  slouches  by  any 
means." 


In  its  conference,  the  Pack  was  most  com- 
petitive with  the  United  States  International 
University,  vying  for  the  top  position. 

The  11  player  squad  contains  four  seniors, 
Jody  Lucchesi,  Karen  Borden,  Renee  Dicus,  and 
Theresa  Sims;  three  juniors,  Beth  Pierpoint, 
Yvette  Dendary,  and  Kelly  Smith;  two 
sophomores,  Robin  Via  and  Liz  Holland;  and  two 
freshmen,  Diane  Matter  and  Lori  Rippingham. 
Hixon  was  assisted  by  Angie  Rodriquez. 

"It  is  a  small  group,"  Hixson  said.  "Few,  but 
mighty." 
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New  Coach  Sets  Goals 


Jerry  Ballew  accepted  a  nearly  impossible 
task  when  he  accepted  the  head  swimming 
and  diving  coach  job  at  UNR  for  the  1985- 
86  season. 
But  Ballew  was  optimistic  that  he  could 
rebuild  a  team  that  had  completed  the  previous 
season  in  disarray,  following  the  departure  of 
Coach  Kerron  Cozens. 

Ballew  was  the  coach  for  the  1982-83  season 
and  recruited  some  of  his  old  swimmers  for  the 
new  squad.  National  champion  Robbin  Thein 
joined  the  team,  as  did  national  qualifier  Mary 
Ellen  Arrascada. 

The  team  began  the  season  with  just  seven 
swimmers  and  four  divers,  not  enough  to  win  too 
many  meets.  However,  a  determined  coach  and 
an  optimistic  team  turned  the  season  into  a 
success. 


The  Wolf  Pack  lost  its  first  seven  meets  but 
jelled  late  in  the  season  and  won  five  of  six  meets 
that  followed.  They  again  qualified  for  the 
Division  II  national  in  the  200-yard  backstroke, 
though  she  didn't  compete  because  she  would 
have  had  to  train  for  a  month  and  a  half  by 
herself.  She  already  had  won  the  competition 
before. 

Ballew  set  three  goals  for  the  team  before  the 
season.  He  hoped  to  strengthen  the  team,  not 
only  in  numbers,  but  with  a  unity  of  purpose  and 
fellowship.  He  wanted  to  foster  an  attitude  of  do- 
ing their  best  and  he  hoped  to  have  a  winning 
season  with  at  least  four  girls  qualifying  for 
nationals. 

Ballew  may  not  have  accomplished  all  of  his 
goals,  but  the  UNR  swimming  and  diving  pro- 
gram still  exists. 
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Coach  Feels  Team  Has  'Potential' 
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Taking  over  a  team  that  went  1-23  last 
season,  would  seem  to  be  a  doomsday 
assignment  for  any  coach.  But  Lane  Mur- 
ray knew  what  she  was  getting  into  when 
she  took  over. 
"It  was  hard  coming  in,  but  I  felt  we  could  turn 
this  program  around,"  Murray  said. 

While  there  wasn't  a  major  improvement  in  the 
overall  record  —  this  season's  record  was  6-23 
—  Murray  felt  that  she  accomplished  something 
in  her  first  year. 

"We  played  much  better  than  our  record 
reflects,"  she  said.  "I  didn't  have  much  time  to 


recruit  at  the  starting  of  the  season,  but  we  have 
some  good  players  and  a  lot  of  potential." 

Outside  hitters  Staci  Johnson  and  Susan 
Denison  led  the  way  for  the  Pack  last  season. 

Denison,  who  led  the  team  in  total  kills  with 
244,  was  the  team's  major  offensive  weapon. 
She  tied  with  Johnson  for  top  average  kills  per 
game  with  2.65. 

Johnson  came  to  UNR  this  season  with  Mur- 
ray. She  was  an  all-star  on  Murray's  Green  River 
Junior  College  team  last  year.  She  was  second 
on  the  team  in  total  kills  with  214,  and  was  the 
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Pack's  major  weapon  in  early  season  games. 

Other  members  of  this  year's  team  were  Sum- 
mer Gerlach  and  Sharon  O'Connell,  both  juniors; 
sophomores  Julie  Amentt  and  Loreece  Porter; 
and  freshman  Wendy  Brown,  Stephanie  Creseola, 
Shawn  Coverly,  and  Michelle  Jezucki. 

"We  had  no  seniors  and  were  unable  to  really 
get  together  and  play  like  a  team,"  said  Murray. 

The  volleyball  team  did  join  a  new  conference 
this  year  —  the  Western  Coast  Athletic  Con- 


ference which  includes  such  schools  as  Pepper- 
dine,  San  Francisco,  San  Diego  and  the  Universi- 
ty of  Santa  Clara.  The  Pack  went  2-10  in  league, 
defeating  San  Diego  and  U.S.  International. 

But  Murray  is  already  working  towards  next 
year  and  hopes  to  get  UNR  volleyball  started  on  a 
winning  path. 

"We  have  a  very  tough  league,  but  now  that 
we  know  what  kind  of  teams  they  are,  we  should 
be  much  better,"  she  said. 
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Tennis  Coach  Seeks  Balanced  Team 


The  UNR  men's  tennis  team  came  off  its 
worst  season  in  years,  according  to  coach 
Bob  Fairman.  Last  season,  the  Wolf  Pack 
finished  20-8,  fourth  in  the  Big  Sky. 
"Last  season  we  had  three  or  four 
players  that  always  played  very  well,  but  the 
lower  portion  of  the  team  could  not  provide 
enough  support,"  Fairman  said. 

Although  the  team  seemed  to  be  much  im- 
proved this  season,  it  faced  numerous  dif- 
ficulties. One  of  those  difficulties  occurred  in  Oc- 
tober when  team  captain  John  Powers  was  ruled 
ineligible  to  play  by  the  NCAA.  Powers  played 
football  in  1980,  but  left  in  the  middle  of  the 
season  due  to  financial  difficulties. 

According  to  Article  four,  section  one  in  the 
NCAA  rule  book,  when  an  athlete  enrolls  for  1 2  or 
more  credits,  he  or  she  has  five  years  to  com- 
plete four  years  of  eligibility  unless  they  are  in- 
jured, pregnant,  or  have  joined  the  armed  forces. 
"The  NCAA  won't  even  consider  my  case," 


Powers  said.  "I  feel  the  NCAA  is  very 
discriminatory  against  athletes  who  do  not  have  a 
lot  of  money." 

Coach  Fairman  also  expressed  sorrow  that 
Powers  would  be  unable  to  compete  in  the 
season. 

"The  NCAA  has  its  merits,"  Fairman  said,  "But 
in  this  case  I  feel  they  should  have  given  the 
young  man  a  chance  to  play." 

"Powers  already  had  respect  from  his  team- 
mates. He  was  never  late  and  was  an  easy-going 
guy.  This  would  have  been  his  first  season  and 
he  was  already  voted  team  captain  by  his  peers." 

Powers  plans  to  continue  to  play  tennis  in 
California  or  Europe. 

In  November,  the  tennis  team  hosted  the 
Region  VII  tournament  at  the  Lakeridge  Tennis 
Club.  Although  none  of  the  UNR  players  won  the 
tournament,  they  did  play  very  well,  according  to 
Coach  Fairman. 
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"I  was  pleased  with  most  of  the  team's  perfor- 
mances," Fairman  said.  "There  were  a  few  sur- 
prises in  the  tournament." 

One  of  the  big  surprises  was  Beau  Mills.  After 
losing  his  first  round  match,  Mills  went  to  the 
consolation  bracket  and  won  three  matches. 

As  a  team,  UNR  tied  for  third  place  in  the 
tournament. 

In  January,  the  team  picked  up  three  new 
recruits  after  losing  three  players.  After  Paul 
Tyagi,  Clay  Parten,  and  Paul  Elliot  left  the  team, 
UNR  added  Ernst  Larsson  from  Sweden,  Edgar 
Aun  from  Brazil,  and  Gordon  Hammond  from 
Canada  to  the  team. 


In  14  seasons  of  coaching,  Bob  Fairman  has 
compiled  a  record  of  340-59,  and  has  won  the 
Big  Sky  Conference  title  in  two  of  the  five 
seasons  that  the  tennis  team  has  participated  in 
league  play. 

Last  season,  the  Pack  had  inconsistency  in  the 
bottom  portion  of  the  squad,  but  with  the  im- 
pressive new  recruits,  the  team  had  what  it  took 
to  become  a  winner,  according  to  Fairman. 

UNR  played  in  35  dual  matches  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  Northern  California  Intercollegiate 
Tournament.  UNR  also  hosted  the  Big  Sky  Con- 
ference during  May  1-4. 
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Women's  Tennis  Has  'Good  Attitude' 


Anew  coach  and  a  hard  working  team  proved 
to  be  the  winning  combination  for  the  UNR 
women's  tennis  team. 
The  team  played  in  the  West  Coast 
Athletic  Conference  for  the  first  time  which 
put  them  against  such  schools  as  the  University 
of  the  Pacific,  University  of  Santa  Clara,  Universi- 
ty of  San  Francisco,  Pepperdine,  Loyola- 
Marymount,  and  San  Diego  University,  in  addi- 
tion to  several  non-conference  matches. 

(Coach  Betty)  Mantz  tried  to  improve  on  last 
season's  record  of  14-6.  This  season  the  team 
had  more  opportunity  to  do  so  because  Mantz 
added  several  more  schools  to  play  during  the 
season,  including  some  junior  colleges. 

The  top  six  singles  players  were  competitively 
close  throughout  the  season.  However,  the 
doubles  teams  were  fairly  consistent  with  their 
ranking.  Top  seeds  were  Jyll  Longtin  and  Linda 
Lyons;  Anne   Myers  and   Karen   Myers  were 


ranked  second,  and  Susan  Campbell  and  Sheri 
Garecht  came  next.  Megham  Miller  filled  in  for 
those  players  not  able  to  play. 

"Jill  and  I  are  complimentary,"  said  Linda 
Lyons,  a  junior  player.  "We  play  tough  and  I  have 
a  feeling  that  we're  going  to  do  alright." 

Before  the  season  opener  on  Feb.  1  against 
Cal-Poly,  the  team  practiced  five  days  a  week 
from  one  until  four. 

"They're  all  mentally  tough  and  have  good  at- 
titudes," said  Mantz.  "They're  really  in  shape. 
They've  all  improved  as  far  as  running." 

During  the  season,  Mantz  was  already 
recruiting  for  the  next  season.  The  search  for 
talent  prompted  her  to  write  to  Switzerland  and 
Australia. 

Mantz's  organization  seemed  to  be  the  key  to 
some  of  the  success  among  the  team. 

"Betty  is  really  enthusiastic.  She's  good  for 
the  team,"  said  Mehghan  Miller. 
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The  UNR  golf  team,  under  direction  of  John 
Legarza,  fielded  a  nine-man  team  in  1986. 
Players  include  Robert  Icban,  Mark 
Gimartin,  Steve  Watson,  Robert  Willis,  Ros 
Wilson,  Gregg  Tapp,  Eddie  Travis,  Alan 
Bluhm,  and  Jeff  Anderson. 

Gimartin  was  the  1984-85  Big  Sky  champion. 
Travis  placed  third  in  the  Coca-Cola  Wolf  Pack 


Classic  this  fall  and  Icban  took  fifth  in  the  New 
Mexico  State  Classic. 

Watson,  a  freshman,  proved  he  can  play  with 
the  best  of  the  veterans.  He  hit  a  225  in  the  Wolf 
Pack  Classic,  a  224  in  the  New  Mexico  State 
Classic  and  a  228  at  the  University  of  Pacific 
Invitational. 
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The  UNR  men's  cross  country  team  record 
for  '85  is  a  series  of  ups  and  downs  much 
like  the  rolling  hills  that  they  ran  on. 
Plagued  by  illness  and  injury,  Cook  named 
his  team  "the  sick,  lame,  and  lazy." 
Finishing  sixth  in  the  Big  Sky  Conference  and 
ninth  in  overall  standings,  UNR  just  couldn't  put 
it  together  when  it  counted.  UNR  had  many  good 
days,  but  in  an  individual  rather  than  a  team  way. 
At  the  Fresno  State  Invitational  Sept.  21,  David 
Parish  placed  third  and  was  nominated  league 
Runner  of  the  Week.  At  a  dual   meet  with 
Sacramento  Chris  Ryalls  and  Matt  Huber  tied  for 
first  and  were  nominated  Runners  of  the  Week. 
Ryalls  placed  ninth  at  the  Modesto  road  race  and 
was  nominated  again  for  Runner  of  the  Week. 


The  group  effort  sent  UNR  to  a  first  place 
finish  at  the  UNR  Cross  Country  Carnival  on  Sept. 
21  at  the  Fresno  Invitational.  On  Sept.  28,  UNR 
placed  second  in  a  dual  meet  with  Sacramento. 
On  Oct.  4,  UNR  placed  sixth  at  Stanford  and 
fourth  at  the  Cal-Berkeley  Invitational  to  end  its 
regular  season  on  good  terms. 

"We  should  have  placed  second  or  third  in 
conference,  instead  we  placed  sixth,"  Cook  said. 
"We  did  the  best  we  could  for  the  shape  we  were 
in.  We  were  hurt  or  sick  all  season.  It's  the  worst 
we've  ever  done." 

The  1985  team  was  formed  by  David  Parish, 
David  Minter,  Chris  Ryalls,  John  McGoverfn, 
Scott  Peterson,  and  Steve  Lewis. 
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Women's  Cross  Country  Finishes  Second 


Although  the  women's  cross  country  team 
didn't  end  its  season  in  a  grand  way  at  the 
NCAA  VII  finals,  Coach  Tony  Melody  and 
the  team  left  an  impressive  record. 
Melody,  with  the  help  of  former  coach 
Denise  Norton,  built  the  women's  team  up  from 
four  runners  to  11. 

The  1985  season  was  Melody's  first  as  a  col- 
lege coach  and  the  team's  first  in  a  conference. 

UNR  competing  in  the  West  Coast  Athletic 
Conference  finished  its  season  in  second  place 
behind  United  States  International  University. 

UNR's  hopefuls  for  the  NCAA  meet  were 
sophomore  Stephanie  Mousset-Jones  and 
freshman  Patty  Young.  Young  finished  second  at 
the  WCAC  league  meet  and  Jones  finished 
seventh.  At  the  NCAA  meet  Nov.  2  in  Boise, 
Idaho,  Jones  finished  29th  and  Young  finished 
69th. 

Young  broke  an  unofficial  record  at  the 
Sacramento  Invitational,  Sept.  14,  completing  the 
3.1  mile  course  in  17:51.  Jones  placed  third  in 


18:02.  On  Sept.  28,  Young  placed  first  to  lead 
UNR  to  a  victory  over  Sacramento.  UNR  placed 
fourth  on  Oct.  12  in  the  Cal-Berkeley  Invitational 
and  ended  its  regular  season  at  Santa  Clara  plac- 
ing third. 

The  women  left  behind  a  very  impressive 
record  winning  the  UNR  Cross  Country  Carnival 
ahead  of  Notre  Dame  and  San  Francisco.  Jones 
placed  second  and  Young  placed  third. 

"It  was  a  long  season,"  Melody  said.  "I'm 
looking  forward  to  a  lot  of  changes  in  next  year's 
team." 

"After  one  year's  experience,  there  are  things  I 
want  to  do  different,  different  workouts  for  dif- 
ferent meets.  One  thing  that  can't  be  overlooked 
is  the  positive  from  the  community  and  the 
University.  It  affects  the  team  a  lot.  It's  a  major 
thing."

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Track  Coach  Fields  Inexperienced  Team 


The  1985  Track  and  Field  season  was  one 
spent  regrouping  for  Coach  Jack  Cook  and 
his  UNR  team. 
The  Pack  had  to  face  the  loss  of  nine 
seniors  and  five  other  members,  and  were 
picked  to  take  last  place  in  the  Big  Sky  Con- 
ference, which  they  did.  What  was  left  for  Cook 
to  work  with  was  a  group  of  freshmen,  walk-ons, 
and  just  about  anyone  they  could  get. 

"This  season  was  mainly  just  a  rebuilding  one 
for  us,"  Cook  said.  "We  just  need  to  get  back  on 
track,  which  is  what  we  did." 

Cook's  major  point-getters  were  senior  Clark 
Davidson,  a  shot  putter;  David  Minter,  a  middle 
distance  runner;  Nancy  Young,  a  distance  runner; 
and  Mark  Trujillo,  a  freshman  high  jumper.  Other 


members  of  the  team  were  Patrick  Hunter,  a 
sprinter;  John  Chambers,  a  pole  vaulter;  John 
Elliot,  a  discus  thrower;  Matt  Huber,  a  middle 
distance  runner;  and  John  McGovern,  a  distance 
runner. 

After  winning  the  conference  in  1984,  1985 
was  about-face,  according  to  Cook. 

"It  was  a  season  in  which  we  knew  that  we 
were  going  to  do  dirt  poor,"  Cook  said.  "But  the 
same  thing  happened  to  us  in  1981,  and  we  won 
the  Big  Sky  Conference  the  very  next  year." 

Cook  welcomed  back  an  experienced  bunch, 
including  nine  red-shirted  members.  The  Pack 
only  lost  three  seniors  off  of  the  previous  year's 
team. 
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Since  the  UNR  ski  team's  funds  were  cut,  it 
was  forced  to  become  an  independent 
sport  at  UNR.  The  team  tried  to  rebuild  its 
program,  but  in  1980,  the  athletic  depart- 
ment determined  that  the  ski  program  was 
too  costly  to  fund  it. 

To  have  a  top  team,  UNR  ski  coach  Jean- 
Pierre  Pascal  looks  for  a  budget  of  $100,000  per 
year;  UNR  has  an  annual  budget  of  $60,000.  The 
average  budget  for  a  university  team  is  $125,000 
per  year. 

Although  the  team  was  independent  of  UNR,  it 
received  $10,000  to  aid  it  this  year.  But  even  with 
the  additional  funding,  the  team  lost  members 
because  scholarships  had  to  be  withdrawn. 

Despite  all  its  financial  problems,  UNR  com- 
peted in  the  Big  Sky  Conference.  The  team 
travelled  with  nine  racers,  five  alpine  men 
(downhill),  two  nordic  men  (cross  country),  two 
alpine  women,  and  four  nordic  women. 


James  Whitely,  Barry  Thys,  Mike  Dill,  Peter 
Gilford,  Scott  Krutz,  Rob  Laurie,  and  Scott  Radow 
formed  the  alpine  team;  Steven  Kemp  and  Lars 
Ohren  formed  the  men's  nordic.  Sandy 
Steinmeyer  and  Alenka  Vrecek  formed  the 
women's  alpine  team;  Chris  Maison,  Tina 
Williamson,  Sandra  Berlet  and  Ann-Marie  Koth 
formed  the  women's  nordic  team. 

"We  have  a  strong  men's  alpine  team,"  Pascal 
said,  "but  it  is  a  tough  battle  against  the  big 
schools  without  the  funds." 

Last  season,  Whitely  went  to  Bormio,  Italy,  on 
Feb.  17-24  to  compete  in  the  University  World 
Games.  This  was  the  first  appearance  of  a  UNR 
racer.  Whitely  placed  11th  in  the  slalom  competi- 
tion and  was  a  contender  for  the  combined.  (The 
combined  event  is  both  a  XXXXX  slalom  and 
giant  slalom  event  times  combined  in  one  event.)

The  ASUN  Photo  Club  was  founded  in  1983  to 
promote  photography  and  help  student 
photographers  improve  their  skills.  The  group 
operates  through  the  Reynolds  School  of 
Journalism  but  membership  is  open  to  all 
UNR  students.  The  club  sponsors  several  speakers 
each  year  and  is  working  to  become  a  student 
chapter  of  the  National  Press  Photographers 
Association. 
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adio  station  KUNR  was  started  on  cam- 
pus in  1963.  It  was  a  modest  start.  The 
power  wattage  was  so  low  that  the 
signal  from  Church  Fine  Arts  could  not 
be  heard  in  the  Ag  building.  In  the  70's, 
like  most  other  university  radio  stations  in  the 
country,  KUNR  turned  to  the  public  radio 
system  to  provide  better  programming.  In 
1979  the  station  set  out  to  establish  itself  and 
sought  status  as  a  fully-qualified  public  radio 
station.  Funds  from  grants  were  found  to  pur- 
chase new  equipment  and  run  the  station  and 
in  August  of  1980,  Tim  Jones  came  aboard 


as  station  manager. 

Some  15  months  later,  in  January  of  1982, 
putting  out  20,000  watts  and  employing  five 
full-time  workers,  KUNR  qualified  for  National 
Public  Radio.  As  a  public  radio  station,  KUNR 
must  provide  programming  that  is  not 
available  in  the  commercial  market  such  as 
classical  and  jazz  music. 

Although  the  station  receives  an  annual 
community  services  grant,  about  two-thirds  of 
the  station's  financial  support  now  comes 
from  the  community. 
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Brushfire  is  the  fine  arts  journal  of  the  University  of  Nevada  Reno.  It  is  funded  exclusively  by 
ASUN  and  is  the  only  campus  publication  to  provide  an  outlet  for  student  creativity. 
As  editor,  I  established  two  goals  this  past  year  for  Brushfire.  First,  as  the  publication  is 
funded  by  students,  it  seems  right  that  only  students  should  have  the  privilege  and  oppor- 
tunity to  have  works  published.  In  previous  editions,  Brushfire  attempted  to  select  "good" 
submissions  from  a  broad  pool  of  applicants  without  regard  to  an  author's  background.  In  short, 
poets  from  Maine  and  artists  from  Arizona  cannot  relate  to  our  perspective  of  college  life.  In 
eliminating  this  practice,  I  hope  Brushfire  will  further  broaden  the  avenue  to  students  and  achieve 
an  artistic  reputation  for  both  quality  and  accessibility. 

Secondly,  Brushfire  should  be  known  as  a  fine  arts  journal  and  not  just  a  magazine.  In  doing 
away  with  dull,  inappropriate  newspaper  formats,  Brushfire's  concentration  is  on  the  works 
themeselves  rather  than  conforming  to  a  typical  journalistic  pattern.  While  presentation  in  a  sound 
manner  is  of  concern,  a  layout  should  not  detract  from  what  an  artist  is  trying  to  achieve. 

Brushfire  has  been  a  rewarding  experience  in  dealing  with  people  from  an  editorial  standpoint, 
yet  it  is  the  contributors  deserving  all  the  credit  who  need  to  be  sincerely  thanked  for  sharing  their 
talents.  As  long  as  student  interest  in  the  arts  lives,  Brushfire  will  continue  to  provide  an  outlet  for 
creativity  and  supplement  the  college  experience  at  the  University  of  Nevada  Reno.
